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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 





The Board of Education, in offering their sixth annual re- 
port, have reason to feel gratified at the general prosperity 
which has attended the schools of Swanzey during the past 
year ; for this success we congratulate all who are interested, 
giving much credit to the faithful and efficient teachers who 
have been employed and to the friends and parents who have 
aided by their co-operation. On account of the removal of one 
of the members of the School Board from town during the year, 
it devolved upon the remaining members to appoint one to fill 
the vacancy to the end of the year, or do the work of three. 
Having neglected to make an’ appointment, the whole work of 
attending to the schools has had to be done by the two remain- 
ing on the Board. 

Among the fourteen different teachers of our schools during 
the past year there were six who had not taught in town be- 
fore. All of these, with the exception of two, were teachers of 
experience, and were known or recommended to us as success- 
ful ones. 

In a good proportion of our schools the former teachers have 
been retained. In No. 1, a different teacher from last year has 
been employed for three terms and the school has proved a 
successful one and satisfactory to all concerned so far as we 
have learned. 

The resignation of the teacher in No. 2, at the close of the 
Fall term, made it necessary for the School Board to find an- 
other one to fill the position which was quite a responsible one. 
The place has been very acceptably filled by one of our former 
teachers in town. There has been a different teacher for each 
term in No. 4; but the first and second terms were in charge

The school house at Westport was in bad condition on ac- 
count of a defective chimney which had _ not sufficient draft for 
the two stoves. This occasionally caused so much smoke in 
the school-room that the teacher and scholars could hardly re- 
main without suffocation. A new chimney has been built which 
remedied this defect; the smoky walls of the house were 
whitened and the strong odor of the creosote thereby removed. 
The house has also been painted, and on the whole presents a 
very neat and respectable appearance for this village. 

In review of our schools of the past year we have reason to 
feel that they have, as a whole, been as prosperous as ever be- 
fore. Itis evident that they should be deéter for the reason that 
more is now being done for them than in any former time. 
More money is being appropriated for schooling and, as a rule, 
more experienced and better fitted teachers are employed who 
must in the present time be better paid. The superior ad- 
vantages of our schools should be appreciated. 

It is to be regretted that some do not avail themselves of the 
opportunity to send their children to school that might. If 
they all did, our schools would be much better attended than 
now. It is not proposed in this report to deliver a lecture on 
the advantages of a good education; but we have reason to 
believe that some of these young people will live to realize that 
they have been wronged by being deprived of the education 
that justly belonged to them. 

Parents and citizens: You can do much to improve our 
schools by becoming more interested in them. An influence 
over your children in favor of their doing well at school and 
being constant and regular in attendance, will have a most fa- 
vorable effect, while the reverse would have a bad effect and 
tend to the discouragement of the teacher and discredit to the 


scholar and school.
